continued increase J In oul imports of cereals from Russia, 
while for the eleven months the total gain, as compared 
with last year, amounts to over 21 millions, of which 
articles of food and drink account for about 5' millions: 
metals over 6$ millions, various raw products (chiefly 
wood) nearly 3 millions, and ‘sieeienal articles 24 
millions. The month’s exports of home produce exhibit a 
gain of £617,000, or 3} per cent., making a total gain for 
the eleven months of nearly 14 millions, or 7 per cent., 
which is distributed over all the various categories of our 
trade, but is especially marked in the case of metals. If, 
however, the re-exports are included the increase in the 
total exports, as compared with 1887, is brought up to 
about 19} millions, or 74 per cent. Subjoined are 
the leading figures, which we repeat from last week’s 
EcONOMIST :

In articles imported for 1 nanufacture the figures for 


copper show little change, for althoug! ch large quantities of 
ore have arrived, especially from the so-called “other 
countries,” the imports of regulus and precipitate from 
Spain and the United States have fallen off. For the 
eleven months the total imports of copper amount in value 
to £7,620,000, as against £3,234,000 m 1887, the gain 
being due innearly equal proportions to Spain and Portugal, 
the United States, Chili, and ‘other countries.” The 
month’s imports of tin have been small, but for the eleven 
months they are still in excess of last year. In textile 
materials, the imports of cotton have again fallen off, and 
the total for the eleven months is 1,205,000 ewts below last 
year, owing mainly to the reduced arrivals from India. 
The receipts of jute have continued large. As regards 
wool, it is noticeable that the bulk of this year’s increase is 
due to the augmented shipments from South Africa. 
Amongst other articles, the chief feature is another large 
increase in the 1 imports of wood, which brings up the value 
of the eleven months’ total to 122 millions, or 2 millions more 
than in 1887. This very mar ked growth is, no doubt, largely 
attributable to the expansion in the shipbuilding industry.

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It must be pointed out that the great fall in the price of 
tin accounts for a diminution of 54 points in the present 
Index-Number. Lead and tobacco also show a substantial 
decline, but otherwise there is an almost general, though, 
as a rule, a slight advance. In fact, if we eliminate tin 
altogether, the Index-Number would show a rise since the 
beginning of the year of 32 points, or about 14 per cent. 
This, however, indicates but a small rise in the general 
body of prices as compared with the undoubted increase in 
the volume of trade. At the same time, it may be pointed 
out that the steadiness of prices, although corsidered 
unsatisfactory by producers, is a benefit to consumers, while 
it would also seem to show that the improvement in trade 
has been of a sound and steady character. Had prices 
gone up with a rush there would have been some reason to 
fear a sharp reaction, whereas their steadiness affords good 
ground for expecting a gradual and continuous improve- 
ment. 





Turning now from trade as a whole, it will be of interest 
to take a general glance at the changes which have taken 
place in some of the leading departments. In the iron and 
steel trade there has undobtedly been a considerable 
improvement. It is true the bulk of our exports have not 
increased, but in view of the heavy falling off in our ship- 
ments to the United States, it is really very encouraging 
to find that our trade, as a whole, has been so well main- 
tained. Moreover, the United States demand has always 
been very variable, whereas we may reasonably hope that the 
trade which has been developed with other countries will 
be of a more stable character. But although the total 
exports have not been larger than in 1887, the home con- 
sumption has certainly increased, especially in the ship- 
building trade, which has been very active. Hence, 
although the production of iron and steel has been upon a 
larger scale, stocks have been reduced. As shown by the 
enhanced value of our exports, prices have advanced, 
especially for finished iron and steel—plates, angles, Xc.- 
which have been in very strong demand. The other metal 
trades have been in a less satisfactory condition, for 
although the collapse of the tin “corner” relieved the 
tin-plate trade, the operations of the copper syndicate 
have much hampered many branches of trades at Bir- 
mingham, &c. Nevertheless, the metal trades, as a whole, 
have been in a satisfactory condition, and the outlook is 
regarded with confidence. 


Of the textile trades not quite so satisfactory a report 
can be made. As regards the cotton trade, the exports of 
both yarn and piece goods show a moderate increase as 
compared with last year, for, although business with the 
continental and some other markets has declined, our 
exports to the East—India, China, and Japan—have been 
upon an enlarged scale. The Home trade, however, 
appears to have been dull, owing, in a measure, to the 
exceptionally cold summer, and this, perhaps, explains to 
some extent the complaints made by weavers in regard to 
the slack and unprofitable condition of business. Spinners, 
however, appear to have fared moderately well, their profits 
being for the most part satisfactory. In the woollen trade 
no marked expansion has taken place, but, as a whole, 
business has been fairly well maintained. The linen trade, 
which had been very stagnant for a long time, has 
improved ; and in the silk industries a considerable 
change for the better has taken place, owing, in a measure, 
to an increased foreign demand, chiefly on account of 
the United States. In the jute and other kindred trades 
there has also been a good deal of activity. ‘Taken as a 
whole, then, the textile trades have improved to a moderate 
extent, but there has not been the decided expansion 
which might have been expected. 


In the Mincing Lane markets for colonial and foreign 
produce business during the year has been fairly active, 
and there can be no doubt that the trade as a whole is 
much sounder financially than it was a year or two ago. It 
has been a year of moderate profits, but, at the same time, 
business has been conducted on sounder lines. No very 
striking movement has taken place in prices apart from 
coffee, which has fluctuated violently, but the general 
tendency has been upward. Many leading staples, such as 
tea, sugar, &c., which have been falling in price for some 
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time past, now seem likely to become more settled, and 
altogether the outlook inspires confident, if not very 
buoyant, feelings. 





THE IRON AND STEEL TRADES 
Now that we are in the last month of the year We can 
take a review of the iron and steel trades in 1888. It is 
somewhat remarkable that towards the close of the years 
1885, 1886, and 1887, there was a decided improvement 
in. the condition of trade, coupled with an advance in 
prices, only, however, to be followed by a serious relapse, 
The beginning of 1888 saw a similar reaction to that 
which took place in the two years preceding, but happily 
this has been followed by a revival, which (as we will show 
hereafter) appears to have elements of permanence which did 
not exist in the previous movements. In previous years the 
improvement was due either to an exceptional demand from 


| the United States, which was not long sustained, or to specu- 


lation induced by the low range of prices. ‘I'he improvement 
which was begun a few months ago arose, in the first 
instance, from the improved condition of the shipping 
trade and the large orders for new tonnage which followed : 
but this has been assisted by the steady improvement 
which has taken place in our foreign shipments, resulting 
no doubt, from the more prosperous conditions of foreign 
countries, following on the advance which has taken place 
in the value of most articles imported into this country, 
Our exports of iron and steel for the eleven months show, it 
is true, a slight decrease, but this is mainly caused by the 
great falling away in our trade with the United States, the 


decrease under this head alone being 618,165 tons. — Italy 
also took 105,082 tons less, and Russia 32,772 tons. he 


growth of our trade in other directions is very remarkable, 
and calls for attention, especially as it is principally with 
new countries, which are growing very rapidly, and trading 
very largely with us in iron and steel. The details are as

The total for the 11 months is 3,671,523 tons, against 
3,796,665 tons in 1887, and 3,123,264 tons in 1886. 

As we have before pointed out, the irregularity of the 
American demand has been a source of great danger to the 
iron trade of this country, stimulating it at one time into 
abnormal activity, only to be followed by exceptional 
depression. At present the shipments to the United States 
seem to have reached about a minimum, the total for 
November being 50,723 tons, of which quantity 24,374 
tons were tin-plates. ‘The tone of the Americay trade is 
quiet and prices exceptionally low, so there is not much 
prospect at present of a revival of demand from that 
quarter, whilst the return to power of the Protectionist 
party prohibits the expectation of any relief in the way of 
lower tariff rates on iron and steel. 

During the first half of the year there was a slow but 
steady fall in prices, and it was not until the month of August 
that there were any indications of revival. As already stated, 
the first movement came from shipbuilding orders, and steel 
was the first to feel the effect of the improvement. Iron 
soon followed in the wake of steel, and a general advance 
was recorded all along the line. ‘The fluctuations in prices 
were as follows :—Scotch pig-iron warrants, which were 43s 
in January, receded to 37s 1d in July, and rallied to 
42s 104d in September. Since that time quotations have 
fluctuated between 40s 2d and 42s, the latter price being 
paid this week. Cleveland and Cumberland hematites 
have fluctuated very much, in sympathy with Scotch 
warrants. The advance on iron bars and hoops since July 
‘s fully 10s per ton, and on sheets 20s per ton. Galvanised 
sheets are 30s to 40s per ton higher, being affected by the 
value of spelter. Steel plates have advanced 30s per ton 
from the lowest prices of the year. 

This general improvement, coupled with an advance in 
prices, led (as might be expected) to a demand for higher 
wages. ‘The colliers first demanded 10 per cent. advance, 
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which was conceded in the majority of cases, although in 
some districts only 5 to 73 per cent. was given. The iron 
workers put forward a claim for an advance of 124 per 
cent., buon reference to arbitration only 5 per cent. was 
granted. They are now agitating for the remaining 74 
rcent., to be given on and after 1st January. The result 
to manufactuers of this advance in wages is that they have 
incurred an increased cost in making iron, which had been 
sold at bottom prices, and the late advance will little more 
than cover the increased cost of coal and labour. Another 
effect of this wages agitation has been the irregular working 
of the men, resulting in a short supply of coals, and the 
stoppage of much work in consequence. Asan illustration 
of this, it may be mentioned that in Scotland six furnaces 
have been put out of blast since the advance was given to 
the colliers, and there are now only seventy-six furnaces 
in blast, as against eight-seven at the same time in 1887. 
It is one of the peculiarities of the trade that low prices 
and consequent low wages produce an exceptionally large 
output, while, on the other hand, advancing prices and wages 
tend exactly in an opposite direction, and this influence is 
at work at present. It appears highly probable, therefore, 
that at the present moment the demand for export and 
home consumption is slightly in excess of production, and 
although stocks are abnormally large they are being 
reduced in some directions. In Middlesbro’, for instance, 
there has been a reduction of 191,505 tons since January 1. 
In Scotland, the stock in Connal’s store has increased 
87,668 tons during the same period, but the impression is 
pretty general that this has only been done by lessening 
the stocks in the makers’ hands, as it is well known that 
many brands cannot be got for prompt delivery. The total 
number of furnaces in blast throughout the country, which 
was 404 in January, had increased to 425 in October, but 
was reduced to 414 on December 1. 

From this general reviewit will be seen that therehas been 
during the year a very healthy revival in both our home 
and foreign trade in iron and steel. The advance in prices 
took place when quotations had reached the lowest points 
ever known, and, therefore, cannot yet be considered high. 
The advance in wages which followed has raised the standard 
of cost, so that there is every prospect of the higher prices 
being maintained, whilst any increase of demand would 
undoubtedly lead to still higher quotations. The effect 
of dear money has been to greatly restrain speculative 
operations, so that the trade has not been adversely 
affected in this direction. 

THE PROPOSED FLOUR TRUST. 
CONSIDERABLE attention has recently been attracted to a 
statement that active measures had been taken, and were, 
in fact, almost completed, for forming a combination or 
trust amongst the millers in the North of England. There 
can be no doubt that attempts are being made in this 
direction, but from inquiries in well-informed quarters, we 
are quite sure that the scheme has not advanced to that 
mature stage which many people believe. The idea 
underlying the proposed trust is simple enough. During 
the past few years there has been the keenest competition 
in the flour milling trade, and it is proposed to put a stop 
to this by forming a combination amongst all the large 
millers in the North-East of England, the district selected 
for the attempt being that part of England which lies 
between the 'I'weed and the Humber. The ground to 
be covered, in fact, is to a large extent conterminous with 
the North-Eastern Railway. Very large populations are 
included in this area, viz., all the Tyneside district, inclu- 
ding Newcastle, Shields, Sunderland, Hartlepools, Mid- 
dlesbrough, Stockton, Darlington, York, Whitby, Sear- 
borough, Hull, &e. It is also proposed to take in Hexham 
and Barnard Castle, as well as Grimsby, on the other side of 
the Humber, where there are mills. It is stated that if 
the complete control can be obtained of the mills in the 


district, outside competition can be shut out, the price of | 3

It will be well to deal with these points separately, and 


we will take the last-named first. 
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placed upon the saving which will be effected in the cost 
of long railway transit. For instance, at present firms in 
Newcastle, Stockton, or Darlington send flour over the 
railway 40 to 50 miles to each other’s towns. This, under 
the proposed scheme would no longer take place, but 
each district would be supplied by its own mills. The 
saving in railway carriage and in labour in loading and un- 
loading under this head, is estimated at 9d to 1s per sack 
on the whole of the production. Then, it is urged, there 
will be the additional advantage of doing without the middle- 
man, for the syndicate will buy at first hand from the ship or 
the farmer, and the grain will be despatched direct to the 
different mills. The storage charges, which will be dispensed 
with, are put down at 6d per sack more. ‘There have also, 
it is said, to be added further savings under the head of 
travellers’ expenses, &c. To cool-headed observers, much 
of the above saving which it is proposed to make, 
appears quite fanciful, for, as a matter of fact, the 
charges which are enumerated are to a large extent non- 
existent so far as large mills are concerned. All large 
millers have for a long time past been gradually doing away 
with intermediate expenses, owing to the necessity put 
upon them by severe competition, and at the present time, 
in fact, we are quite sure that nearly all important mills 
are supplied with wheat and are managed so economically 
that even the proposed trust would find it very difficult 
to effect any change for the better. Still, it is 
probable that if the scheme could be carried out, some 
slight saving might be effected. The other point, the 
possibility of advancing the price of flour, depends 
entirely upon whether the combination, if formed, could 
shut out competition, and as to this we think there 
can only be one opinion—its utter impossibility. In 
the first place, we believe that there is not the remotest 
chance of excluding even Home competition from any 
district in England in which the syndicate might seek 
to obtain a monopoly. The one selected is perhaps as 
favourable as any, but nevertheless, there would still 
remain a number of large mills just outside, which would 
at once compete successfully with the trust if prices were 
advanced. Of course these competitors would be loaded 
with the cost of transit, but this would usually be small 
relatively to the cost of the flour, which could be sent 
down from London to any of the North-Eastern ports for 
a comparatively small sum per sack. Hence, we believe 
that even the Home competition would be sufficient to 
defeat the ends of the trust—a rise in prices. 

But an even more important factor would be the com- 
petition of foreign flour mills. In the scheme of the trust 
the fact is completely ignored, that the over competition in 
the trade results to a very large extent from foreign com- 
petition, This competition, in its present form, dates back 
some years, to the introduction of roller-milling upon a 
large scale. That process, as is well known, has, to a 
large extent, superseded the old method of milling by stone, 
and it was adopted much more quickly on the Continent 
and in the United States than it was in this country. 
Hence, foreign flour obtained a great hold in this country, 
and it is only recently since the more or less general intro- 
duction of roller-milling in England that the Home trade has 
recovered lost ground. It is evident, however, that any 
combination to advance the price of flour by millers here 
would at once stimulate foreign production, not only on the 
Continent but in the United States. ‘The great mills at 
places like Copenhagen and Altona, at Minneapolis, e., 
would be worked to their utmost, new mills would be 
erected, and with the present means of communication, the 
result would be to swamp the syndicate’s district with 
foreign flour. , 

Altogether, the scheme appears to us foolish in the 


| extreme, and it is difficult to understand how any prac- 


tical men can have been induced to give it the slightest 
support. ‘That its promoters will ever reach the point of 
applying to the public for capital is, we think, extremely 
doubtful, and hence it is scarcely necessary to warn 
investors of the dangers they run in having to do with 
these trust enterprises, which are essentially unsound and

A widespread movement is reported on the question of 
dispensing with the oftice of certifying surgeons in factories 
and workshops. The United Cotton Spinners’ Association 
has received a letter from the Home Secretary promising 
to receive a deputation on the subject from that important 
body early in the new year. 
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TRADE NOTES. 


Tue ABOLITION or Suavery IN Brazit.—On this subject 
Mr Vice-Consul Airlie writes from Maranham :—‘‘ With 
but few exceptions the planter has no means, is deeply in 
debt, his plantations mortgaged, and therefore not im a 
| position to hire his labourers. After promulgation of the 
| [abolition] law, all efforts were dedicated to the getting into 
practical working under the changed conditions. For want 
| of ready money, resource was had to all sorts of arrange- 
ments, such as working four days for the planter and two 
| tor themselves, divisions of one-third and even one-half of 
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the crop, while only a few could offer any pay wages. The 
result, so far, has been something like chaos ; the freed 
men do not generally, or with any constancy, take to the 
work; gasto work when they like, leave off when they like, 
so that up to the present the information from all points 
| of the province is most disheartening. Some of the most 
| energetic and able amongst the planters have given up in 
despair under the difficulties of obtaining workmen, and 
also the low price of produce. One, who had a sugar plan- 
tation in first-rate working order, a house, sugar mill, 100 
bullocks, &e., and cane to furnish 4,000 bags sugar, after 
some weeks of anxious endeavour to overcome the diff- 
culties, finding them insurmountable, sold the whole for 
£650. 
neighbouring province of Ceara. The position of affairs is 
thus most serious; the crops were reported exceptionally 
‘large, but it is quite impossible to say what proportion will 
‘be collected. All efforts and even sacrifices are being 
made to collect this crop, but nothing doing to prepare for 
that of next year.” That a great social revolution could 
be carried through without causing confusion and dis- 
turbance was not to be expected. It will necessarily take 
‘time before the freed men and the planters can accommo- 
|date themselves to their altered relations, but that the 
‘abolition of slavery will tend ultimately to the benefit of 
‘classes none who have watched its effects elsewhere can 
doubt. 





British Trabe wirn Bunegarta.—Reporting to the 
‘Foreign Office upon the trade of Bulgaria, Mr. Chas. 
| Hardinge states that, despite the prevailing political uncer- 
| tainty, and notwithstanding the complaints that are con- 
ystantly heard in commercial circles of the want of money at 
home and of eredit abroad, the foreign trade of the Princi- 
Soality in 1887 showed, as compared with the previous year, 
az increase of £120,000 in the value of the imports, and 
| of £440,000 on the exports. One of the most striking 
‘features in the year’s trade is the large increase in the 
imports from the United Kingdom, with regard to which the 
| following comparative statement is given :—

| Frominquiries, Mr Hardinge has ascertained that the increase 
| is distributed generally over all classes of British products, a 
preference, if any, being given to cloth and cotton fabrics. 
| IncrEASED ‘Transport Facriirres. — Mr Hardinge goes 
on to direct attention to the increased facilities for 
| transport offered by the opening of the Bulgarian State 
Railway, and the Turco-Servian line from Salonica to 
Nish, and in connection therewith writes :—‘“The facilities 
for the transport of British manufactures being actually 
in existence, with the prospect of further simplification 
in the near future, the question arises whether British 
merchants, with that spirit of enterprise which has 
always characterised them, will seize the opportunity thus 
offered, and send forth their pioneers into the Bulgarian 
markets to take up a position which, if action is delayed, 
will inevitably be occupied by others. That this trade may 
not at first be highly remunerative is more than probable, 
but that the eventual results will prove satisfactory there 
1s very little reason to doubt. In Southern Bulgaria, to 
which there has hitherto been access by the railways of the 
Compagnie des Chemins de Fer Orientaux, Austrian pro- 
ducts are sold to disadvantage owing to the competition of 
superior articles of British and French manufacture. In 
Western Bulgaria and those districts towards the north, 
Which are not reached from the Danube, Austrian wares of 
inferior quality have been scattered broadcast through the 
country by Austrian itinerant pedlars, the prices generally 
being higher than those of the same goods of British or 
French origin. The influx into these parts of British pro- 
ducts must necessarily tend to lower these prices, and if 
British merchants can supply the markets with a superior 
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| class of goods at equal, or even slightly higher, prices than 


| those of Austrian manufacture, there is but very little 
| doubt that the people will soon learn to appraise their 
| respective merits, and to select those which, from their 
| solidity and durability, would be cheaper to them in the 
}long run. I can state, from my own observation, that in 
Sofia it is not an uncommon thing to find a good article 
fastened as a specimen to the outside of a packet with very 
inferior ones inside, and I am glad to say that I have 
always been able to ascertain that the origin of such 
a packet was to be found elsewhere than in the 
United Kingdom. The Bulgarian race are remarkable for 
their thriftiness and love of economy, and, although 
they may be occasionally deceived by the showy 
appearance of foreign goods, they are quite capable of 
looking after their own interest, and I believe it will only 
be necessary for more English goods to be placed side by 
side with other foreign imports of the same category for the 
people to compare and appreciate them. It must, how- 
ever, be borne in mind that judicious selections should be 
made of articles suitable for the Bulgarian markets, and 
careful attention should be paid to the gradual development 
of the needs of a population which a closer contact than 
heretofore with Western civilisation must necessarily entail. 
How tHe rape May BE DeveLopep.—'l'o the question 
how best to give practical effect to these suggestions, Mr 
Hardinge says, “It is not so easy to reply, but there are 
certain courses which present themselves whose respective 
merits can only be decided by the circumstances of those who 
would be willing to embark in such an undertaking, and by 
the conditions under which they consider that the greatest 
advantages would accrue to them. In my trade report of 
last year I urged the establishment of depots in the different 
commercial centres, so that intending purchasers might be 
able to see and handle the goods in the depét, and 
learn to appreciate the distinction between articles of 
superior and inferior quality. This I still believe to be a 
very practical suggestion, and, when once started, capable of 
considerable development, subject to the reservations that | 
then made of good management and intelligent working. 
Up to the present moment no step has, as far as I know, 
been taken by any British company or association in this 
direction. Efforts have, however, been made in this sense 
with considerable success by the Austrian and Italian 
Governments, who have within the past year set up estab- 
lishments in Sofia, where samples of Austrian and Italian 
products are exhibited, and through whose agency orders 
are received and executed. I am also informed that an 
agent of the Italian establishment has recently been 
travelling through the country districts with samples of 
Italian products, and that his journey has been attended 
with great success, resulting in the receipt of a large 
number of orders. A second course that I would 
strongly recommend is the sending, by some of the 
British Chambers of Commerce, of a properly-qualified 
agent to Bulgaria, who would thoroughly investigate the 
commercial condition of the country in its various 
trade centres, take note of the wants and _ require- 
ments of the population, and who might at the same 
time be the means of putting the most respectable 
| Bulgarian merchants into connection with British com- 
mercial houses—a step which would commend itself to 
many. When touching on this subject towards the end of 
last year, I ventured my opinion that it was not then the 
moment when one could reasonably expect capitalists to 
embark in commercial projects in Bulgaria, but that those 
merchants who were seeking for new markets for their 
products should not lose sight of the possibility of an 
immense extension of British commerce in this country, 
but should await the favourable moment, in readiness to 
avail themselves of all its advantages. The past year of 
‘alm and tranquillity, the growing feeling of confidence in 
the future, the peaceful and economic development of the 
country, together with the faithful execution of the 
financial obligations imposed upon Bulgaria by treaty, 
must force the conviction upon those who have the 
interests of British commerce at heart that British 
merchants must not lose much time in making up their 
minds as to the line they should follow, or, when too late, 
they may have cause to repent that they have been sup- 
planted by others in that position of commercial

Natural Gas In THE Unitep Srates.—<An interesting 
paper has been prepared by Mr. James Swank for a 
| special report on the mineral resources of the United 
States, which deals with the use of natural gas in the 
manufacture of iron and steel. Mr. Swank says :—“ The

development of natural gas in this country as a fuel in the 
manufacture of the finished forms of iron and steel dates 
from 1874. (It is scarcely necessary to say that natural gas 
is not used in the manufacture of pig iron.) At the Siberian 


{rolling mill of Rogers and Burchfield, at Leechburg, in 


Armstrong County, Pennsylvania, natural gas, taken from 
a well 1,200 feet deep, was first used as a fuel in connec- 
tion with our iron and steel industries. In the fall of 1874 
it was announced that during the preceding six months the 
gas had furnished all the fuel required for puddling, heat- 


} ing, and making steam at these works, not one bushel of 


coal having been used. Between 1874 and 1881 natural gas 
for puddling was successfully used at the same rolling mill ; 
at the mills of Spang Chalfant and Co., Graff Bennett, 
and Co., in Allegheny county, Pennsylvania; and at the 
rolling mill of the Kittanning Iron Company, at Kittanning, 
Pennsylvania. In each instance the gas used at these works 
was obtained from wells that had been sunk for oil, but 
were found to produce only gas. In 1883 the substitution 
of natural gas for bituminous coal in rolling mills and steel 
works received much attention at Pittsburgh, owing to the 
discovery of natural gas in large quantities at the neigh- 
bouring town of Murrysville, in Westmoreland county, 
Pennsylvania, but as late as September, 1884, there were 
in all only six rolling mills and steel works in the United 
States which were using the new fuel. During the next 
two years the use of natural gas in the manufacture of 
iron and steel made rapid progress. In August, 1886, 
there were 68 rolling mills and steel works which used the 
new fuel. During the next fifteen months still further pro- 
gress was made. In November, 1887, there were 96 rolling 
mills and steel works which wholly or in part used natural 
gas as fuel, and over 100 are now using it. he whole number 
of rolling mills and steel works in the United States in 
November, 1887, completed or in course of erection, was 445, 
of which, as will be seen from the above figures, nearly 
one-fourth used natural gas as fuel. Of the total number 
of rolling mills and steel works which were using natural 
gas in November, 1887, 57 were located at Pittsburgh and 
elsewhere in Allegheny county, Pennsylvania, 15 were in 
the western district of Pennsylvania outside of Allegheny 
county, 7 were in Wheeling or its vicinity in West Virginia, 
and 17 were in Ohio. ‘he territory in which are located 
the iron and steel works which use natural gas for fuel 
extends as far east as Johnstown, Pennsylvania, 79 miles 
east of Pittsburgh. In Ohio natural gas is used in 
the mills at Youngstown in the North-Eastern section 
of the State, piped from wells in Pennsylvania, 
and at Findlay and Bowling Green in the north-western 
section of the State, obtained from local wells. In 
the intervening country between Youngstown and 
Findlay, which contains many large iron and _ steel 
works, including those at Cleveland, natural gas is not 
used. At Steubenville, Bridgeport, Bellaire, Martin’s 
Ferry, and a few neighbouring places on the Ohio side of 
the Ohio river, natural gas, piped from wells in Pennsyl- 
vania, is used in iron and steel works. Natural gas has 
been found at a few points in the Central and Eastern parts 
of Indiana, but at the end of 1887 the supply was so small 
that no rolling mill or steel works in that State was using 
this fuel. The gas used in West Virginia is obtained from 
wells in Washington county, Pennsylvania. Natural gas 
not having been found in the anthracite coal region or its 
vicinity, its use has not interfered with that of anthracite 
coal in rolling mills and steel works, but wherever it is 
used it displaces bituminous coal. The cheapness and abun- 
dance of this new fuel, and the temptation which it offered 
to enlarge old and construct new plant are influences which 
have certainly had much to do with the present tendency 
to glut the market with finished iron and steel products. 
Natural gas is, however, not now supplied at as cheap 
rates as a few years ago. Natural gas, too, strange as it 
may appear, has a rival as a cheap and cleanly fuel in 
water-oil gas produced from petroleum, which is steadily 
growing in popularity among our iron and steel and a few 
other manufacturers. It is claimed that this fuel is cheaper 
than coal, or than gas made from it, and that it possesses 
all the desirable qualities of natural gas, and is far safer. 
This new fuel possesses also the advantage that it can be 
produced and used where natural gas cannot be obtained, 
and even where coal may be too expensive for use.”
